1943-> when the British occupied some of the 
Dodecanese Islands, they, hoard that on one which they had. not ye-t reached 
(MERZ does hot remember the name of this island) the Communist Andartea had 
disarmed the Italian, garrison. The British sent a W/T message (intercepted 
by the Germans!) to the Communists asking them to re-aim the" Italians who 
would make common cause with them. The Andartes replied that they considered; 
all Italians enemies of the Greeks and refused restitution of arms to them. 
Thereupon a military commission, consisting of a British Lt, -General > an 
Italian Colonel and a Greek" Captain, was sent to the isldnd., The Andart.es 
refused to negotiate with this commission which therefore tried to return 
to its base. The three officers were . oaptured by an Italian officer.- in an 
Italian S-boat (Schnellb oat), "wore presumably taken to some port in Greeoe 
and were handed ovor to the Germans.
